NEW APPEAL COURT.

In the case of Howden Bros., Ltd., v. Ulster 
Bank, Lid., and others, 

r. Megaw, K.C., with whom was Mr. 
Brown,’ K.C., and Mr. Tobias (instructed by 
Messrs, Wheeler and McCutcheon) applied on 
behalf of the plaintiffs for an order transferring 
the action from Mr. Justice Powell's Court in 
the Chancery Division, Dublin, to the High 
Court of Northern Ireland under the provisions 
of the Government of Ireland Act, 1920. The 


proceedings had been taken in connection with | 


the winding-up of the Olderfleet Shipbuilding 
Company, Larne, now in liquidation, and the 
ownership of a dredger built by the company to 
the order of the plaintiffs, esers. owden 
Bros., of Liverpool, the Ulster Bank. debenture- 
holders, claiming that the dredger formed por- 
tion of the asseis of the company. ‘Counsel sub: 
mitted that the action was one which should, as 
@ matter of course, be transferred to the North- 
ern Couris, having regard to the facts that it 
really related to land, that all the assets of the 
company were situated within the. Northern 
jurisdiction, and practically all the parties and 
witnesses resided within it. He pointed out that 
if the action were to be commenced to-day it 
could only be commenced in Northern Ireland. 

rd Justice Molony said that it was for the 
Court to decide in the exercise of its discretion 
geal they should grant the application cr 
not. 

Mr. Megaw said that the discretion of the 
Court should be exercised in favour of the 
piaintifis’ application for the reasons stated. If 
judgment ‘was obtained in Dublin in this action 
it could not be executed by the Court in Dublin, 
it would have to be executed by the Northern 
Court through the application of the Judgments 
Extension Act. One of the claims in the action 
was an injunction, which was altogether a per- 
sonal matter, and could not be carried out in 
Dublin under the circumstances. 

Mr. Dickie, K.C., who with Mr. Henry (in- 
structed by Messrs. Porter, Morris, and Co.) 
appeared for the Olderfleet Company opposed 
the application. He pointed out that according 
to the rules of court once a winding-up order 
had been made any action pending or com- 
menced against the company became attached to 
the winding-up proceedings, and could not be 
transferred from the court where the order had 
been made. According to the provisions of Sec- 
tion 61 of the Government of Ireland Act the 
Companies Act continued just as if that Act had 
not been An This action did not relate to 
land at all; and at present, as there was no re- 
gistry office established in Belfast the winding- 
up proceedings must be continued in Dublin, 
where the registration office existed. At the pre-- 
sent moment he did not see how they could 
wind up any company in the North of Ireland 
at all, there being no registration office there. 

Lord Justice Andrews—Whether that be so or 
not I am afraid Mr. Justice Wilson has already 
made an order for the winding-up of a company 
there. (Laughter ) 

Mr. Dickie contended that the Court had no 
authority to transfer this action at all under 
the cireurnstances. 

Mr. Henry, supporting Mr. Dickie’s argu- 
ment, said it had never been su; ygested before 
that there was an automatic transfer of com- 
pany proceedings.

DAMAGES AWARDED. 


In the Nisi Prius Court, before Mr. Justice 
Pim, in the case of McArdle and others v. 
| MeGough,

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Loyalists and the Dail. 


Yesterday the Earl of Midleton described 
the attitude of Southern loyalists to the 
Treaty of Peace. It has been described 
more than once in these columns, but, it 
cannot be made too clear. The Southern 
loyalists have not been converted to 
Dominion Home Rule: their ideal—un- 
fortunately, 1¢ always remained an ideal— 
was a well-administered. Act of Union, 
Since, however, Dominion Home Rule has 
become inevitable and since they love 
their country, they are resolved to make 
the best of the new order of things. The 
Northern Unionists declare that they will 
not come into an Irish Free State until 
its success has been established. The 
Southern loyalists are ready to come in, 
as the Stock Exchange says, “on the 
ground floor,” because they hope that their 
co-operation wall contribute to success. 
Nevertheless, they are not over-confident. 
They want to help, but are not yet sure 
that they will be allowed to help. Lord 
Midleton reminded the House of Lords 
that the Southern loyalists have no 
responsibility for the Treaty. Their leaders 
were not consulted about it ; they saw it 
only after it had been satel sealed, and 
delivered. It goes far beyond anything 
that the boldest reformer among them had 
cared to contemplate. There is not one of 
them who is not wondering anxiously 
to-day how the Southern minority will 
fare at the hands of a majority which 
will control the vast forces of a Dominion 
status.’ It is true, as we acknowledge 
gladly, that the Southern loyalists have 
received a generous promise of sympathy 
and good-will. They do not question the 
sincerity of that promise; but they have 
yet to learn whether Irish democracy will 
honour or repudiate it. 

Answers to the questions of Southern 
loyalists will be sypplied—are being sup- 
plied now—by the Parliament of Sinn 
Fein. If the Treaty is ratified, Daw 
Kireann, as now constituted, will lay the 
foundations of the Irish Free Statg. We

We 
ask Dau Eireann to get to business because 
issues Of the most urgent importance hang 
upon its decision, because the nature and 
manner of that decision must be a test of 
its capacity for government, and because 
the country can afford neither dissension 
nor delay. Whether we like it or not, 
Dail Eireann is now, de facto, in chief 
control of Irish affairs and soon may be, 
de jure, in entire control of them. The 
Irish people—especially, Irish minorities— 
are anxious that such control shall be 
firm, just, and efficient. The country’s first 
need, as Lord Midleton said yesterday, 
is the re-establishment of authority. If 
the Treaty is ratified and the Crown forces 
are withdrawn from Ireland, the restora- 
tion of order and the suppression of all 
forms of lawlessness will be in Dail 
Eireann’s hands. The truce has not given 
us complete safety of life and property, 
and the state of the country is not im- 
proving. Two ‘dreadful crimes have been 
committed within the last three days—the 
murder of one police sergeant in County 
Kerry and of another in County Limerick. 
The Irish Farmers’ Union yesterday de- 
manded Daud Kireann’s protection against 
what it describes as a campaign of agri- 
cultural outrage. The Dail must be a 
strong and united body if it is to make 
the par Hibernica a real substitute for 
the par Brifannica. If it is a disunited 
body, it will be a feeble guardian of the 
pub lic peace ; and the difficulty of its task 
will be increased by every hour’s delay in 
coming to terms with Great Britain.

Can Germany Pay? 


The letter from the German Government 
which has been recéived by the Repara- 
tions Commission brings the problem of 
Germany's debts once more to a head. 
The gist of the letter is that she cannot 
pay those instalments of the indemnity 
which will fall due in the course of the 
next two months. The January instal- 
ment amounts to £25,000,000, and in 
the proceeds of the 26 per 
export duty—reckoned zt between 
£10,000,000 and £15,000,000—will be de- 
manded by the Allies. Of this total sum— 
say, £40,000,000—the German Govern- 
ment declares that it cannot find 
more than, at the most, one quarter. 
According to Dr. Wirth, every effort has 
been made to raise the full amount ; 
but failure became inevitable when 
British finance refused aid. The 
whole machinery of reparations seems 
to us to be most unsatisfactory. Europe 
cannot prosper if a “crisis” of this kind 
is tor be staged every three mo: hs. If 
Germany can, she must pay; but if she 
cannot pay there is nothing more to be 
said. Surely the matter can be settled 
beyond yea and nay in a very simple 
fashion. The Allies have power to 
administer Germany's finances. They can 
take over her Tre.sury, collect her taxes, 
and pay her bills. The present system cf 
quarterly squabbles is hopeless. Some- 
thing sensible mu .t be done.

Its sorty condition can 
be attributed in part to world causes ; but 
Belgium suffered, «id is suffering, 
more than Portugal as a result of the war, 
and yet it is a model of stability and 
political decorum. No nation in Europe 
has the slightest desire to interfere with 


people. Nevertheless, if they will not help 
themselves, some sort of international 
action will become inevitable. 


Christmas Mails. 


We all are apt to forget that an 
adequate postal service at Christmas in- 
volves an enormous amount of additional 
work for the great army of postal servants. 
Some, indeed, may argue that the average 
Post Office official has little cause 
for complaint; but for every languid 
young man and haughty young woman who 
keep you waiting twenty minutes for a 
penny stamp there. are dozens of workers 
who do not come into personal contact 
with the public, and on their shoulders 
the real work of the Post Ofiice 
falls. We publish to-day the arrange- 
ments which have been made by the Dublin 
Post Office for the Christmas holidays.

THE ART OF BARDISM. 


MUSIC IN ANCIENT IRELAND. 


- 


In a former article upon this subject I tried 
to illustrate the importanee attached to the 
arts and eciences in the Ireland of two thousand 
years ago, and the deference and esteem in 
which Druids, Brehons, bards, and orbes, as 
representing the culture of the nation, were 
held. 

In the entourages of the provincial kings of 
Ireiand there was always at least one File, or 
Chief Bard, with his train of attendant 
musicians, and there are many records of the 
High Kings of Ireland which show that large 
numbers of musicians were among their consort, 
lending grace and dignity to their assemblies. 
I shall only quote one of these records, 

Cormac Mac Art, Ard Righ of Iréland 
(A.D. 254-277), hed in constant attendance at 
his Court a Brehon, a Druid, an QOllamsé, an 
Ard File (Head. Poet), and an Ollamh re ceoil, 
with a band of harpers to soften his pillow and 
to soothe him in times of relaxation. A con- 
temporary description of the Irish bards in- 
forms us that they were “ noble youths of con- 
stature and beauty, who had a 
dress of five ¢oloure and wore a white 
mantle and blue cap, ornamented with a gold 
crescent.”

In an ancient book of genealogies there is 
mention of three great Tuathan de Danan 
musicians—Ccoi/, Bind, and Fethind (Music, 
Sweet, and Sweet String), while the chief 
harper is named lathne, or Harmony.

Viscount Finlay said that they ought to 
beware lest they were buying a transient peace 
ai too high a price. The safeguards appeared 
to be mere paper safeguards. 


NEW CONSTITUTION. 
PERTINENT QUESTIONS. 


Lord Oranmore and Browne gaid that the 
measure now before them was of such a far- 
reaching character that he did not feel called 
upon to go into details. His lordship, however, 
propounded a number of questions as to what 
was going to happen in certain circumstances, 
such as: Whether the Constitution was to be 
embodied in the Act of Parliamen*, and whether 
the Free State would be unable to alter it 
without consent of the British Parliament. He 
strongly contended it was the duty of the Go- 
vernment to sce that there were provided every 
mecessary safeguards, and that euch safeguards 
should not be left to the irish Government to 
put forward. 

The Marquis of Dufferin and Ava expressed 
detestation of the Treaty. He felt that if it 
were accepted it would be the beginning of the 
break-up of the whole Empire. 

here had he seen any sort of expression 
of regret at the loss of lives that had occurred 
owing to the lack of policy of the Government.

AN OLD APPEAL 
THAT WAS NOT HEARD. 


In October I said—and we were then oa the 
threshold, or at least in the early stages, of 
that terrible desolating civil war that went on 
for months afterwarde—I said: “Now is the 
time to bring the leaders of the Irish people— 
of Sinn Fein—into conference with you, . You 
will have to do it sooner or later, and you had 
much better do it sooner than later.” They 
would not respond to that appeal, and they 
would not accept that invitation. 

For months and months this terrible series of 
tragedies unfolded itself, with incidents which 
we should all now be glad to blot out of our 
own memories, which we would still more be 
gind to blot.out of the annals of our history. 

nfeignedly glad. as I am that what might 
have happened then has happened now, when 
we are told that that wonld not have been an 
opportune moment, that all this terrible inter- 
lude had to take place before people .were 
brooght into a frame of mind in which they 
could agree with one another, I appeal with the 
greatest confidence to the verdict of history. 

I do not want to enlarge the area of possible 
controversy—anything 1 have-said in that sense 
has been by .way of response, not challenge. I 
wish “to give a serious and solemn warning to 
the House. It will be a very great mistake—a 
fajal misteke—in my BEAN when this agree- 
ment has been ratified, as I hope and con- 
fidently believe it will be by both Houses of 
Parliament here in the course of these few 
days, to suppose you have come to the end of 
your difficulties. (Hear, hear.) 


NOTE OF WARNING. 


The timé for the waving of hata has not 
arrived, and when I heard with much admira- 
tion the rhetoric which I think, perhaps, might 
be more» eeonomically and better employed, 
when I heard, the kaleidoscopic series of perora- 
tions with which the Premier finished his speech, 
all instinct with sanguine hope, I. could not 
help remembering past incidents in the history 
of this great controversy. 

I recalled the language used by Mr. Pitt 
when he was commending to this House perhaps 
the most ill-starred attempt to bring together 
the two peoples of these two islands which has 
ever been made—a so-called Act of Union. Mr. 
Pitt, in a moment of exaltation and inspiration, 
quoted a favourite couplet from Virgil—then a 
very familiar writer—(laughter)—“ Paribus se 
legebus ambae wmvictae gentes aeterna in 
foedera militant ’’—‘* Under equal laws may the 
two nations both unconquered be partners to 
an eternal treaty.” Where are these acterna 
joedera now? (Laughter.) 


OBSEQUIES OF THE UNION. 


Do not let any of you forget that we are 
celebrating to-day in this House the obsequies 
of the Union. We can imagine th? ironic 
smile of the malignant genius who has hovered 
over the whole path of Irish history. Do not be 
too sure that the spell has broken. I am speak- 
ing, not in the spirit of pessimism or mistrust. 
I speak with the firm belief that the Govern- 
ment have taken the right course,’ the 
courageous course, and the only course which 
offers the hope for a real peace between these 
two nations. 

At any rate, whatever the ‘uture may have 
in store, he would be a bold and audacious maa 
who would venture to be a seer, but we shall 
have this satisfaction, that if this great 
national pact is to be ratified now, both these 
Houses of the Imperial Parliament will start 
upon their future relations with  Ireland— 
troubled, staimed, in many ways discreditable, 
and even disastrous, as they havé been in the 
past—with clean hands and a clear conscience. 
(Loud cheers.)

‘VIOLATION ” OF PLEDGES. 


Colonél Gretton 
to the Address :— 

“This House regrets that the proposed settle- 
ment of the Government of Ireland indicated in 
the gracious Speech from the Throne, involves 
the surrender of the rights of the Crown in 
Ireland, gives power a, patabien an indepen- 
dent Irsh Army and Navy, violates pledges 
given to Ulster, and fails to safeguard the 
rights of the loyalist population in Southern 
Ireland.”’ 

What, he asked, was an Irish Army needed 
for, if not to put pressure on the North of 
Ireland. The position of the Northern Parlia- 
ment had been vitally altered by the Treaty, 
and Ulster must be inevitably subjected: to 
economic pressure to submit to the rest of Lre- 
land. The Government policy was destructive, 
ruinous, and fatal. (Cheers.) 

Mr. Rupert Gwynne seconded the amendment. 
He said that those assoeiated with him wanted 
gor as earnestly as anybody, but they be- 
ieved that the Government had started on the 
wrong road. Instead of submitting the matter 
to a general election the whole question had 
been decided by four Cabinet Ministers and four 
representatives of the murder gang. 

Mr. J. Jones protested at plenipotentiaries 
being called a murder gang. 

The Speaker said that he would intervene if 
anything in the debate called for his inter- 
vention. © 

Mr. Gwynne, continuing, said that the Treaty 
was one of the most humiliating documents the 
British Government had ever signéd. (Hear, 
hear.) It was..the result, not. of .conviciion, 
but of fear. (Cheers.) The Prime Minister had 
stolen Mr. Asquith's clothes, and yet the latter 
almost gave-the Prime Minister his blessing. 
He appealed to the Tory Party to stand up for 
their principles; otherwise they would prove 
themselves to be humbugs. (Hear, hear.) 


BACK TO REALITIES. 
MR. CHURCHILL’S PLEA. 


Mr. Churchill urged hon. members to turn to 
the realities of the situation in Ireland, where 
the condition of things in the past two years 
had been worse than ever before in living 
memory. Their position was prejudicially 
affected throughout the world by the Irish situa- 
tion. He believed that the country would be 
prepared to make the sacrifices necessary to a 
wlicy of force in Ireland if no other way. could 
Ee found. But anotl vay had been found, 
and a completely new sitta&tion had been created, 

He traced the growth of the new policy from 
the meeting between Sir James Craig and Mr. 
dc Valera in Dublin in the early part of this 
year. That meeting was reported to the Cabinet 
by Sir Hamar Greenwood, who had received 
less than justice from any of the parties in the 
State. (Cheers and counter cheers.) In view 
of the hideous prospect before them in the 
autumn and winter, and in the light of the new 
hope that appesred to be dawning, Ministers 
decided to make an effort to secure a clear 
declaration as to where the Sinn Fein leaders 
really stood. The next step was the speech of 
His Majesty at. Belfast. 

At the ference .which subsequently took 
place the Sinn Fein representatives demanded 
an independent sovereign republic for the whole 
of Treland, including Ulster. The Government 
insisted. on allegiance to the Crown, member- 
ship cf the Empire, facilities and securities for 
the Navy, and a complete option for Ulster. 
Every one. of these conditions was embodied in 
the Treaty. (Hear, hear, and cries of “No.”)

DEBT TO ULSTER. 

Their debt to Ulster was gréat. It cculd no 
lunger be said that Ulster was barring the way 
to the rest of Ireland having the kind ot govern- 
ment they wanted.

Ulster had complete freedom of choice, and 
there was a complete obligatiomw on the part of 
the Government for the defenee-of Ulster whilst 
she remained, under the Imperial Parliament.

IN FAVOUR. 
MR. BONAR LAW’S ASSURANCE 


Mr. Bonar Law, who was loudly cheered on 
rising, said that he had not intended to take 
any part in the debate, but the subject @as so 
important that it would be almost cowardly 
not to express his opinion. At the outset he 
would say that he was in favour of this agree- 
ment. (Loud cheers.) For a time it had looked 
as if there might be an attempt to compel 
Ulster to go into an All-Ireland Parliament 
against her wishes. In that case he might have 
been one of those who would have asked the 
country to condemn such a policy. But he had 
to look a step further, and to ask himself if 
that mhóna g what alternative policy could he 
present to the country. 

it seemed to him then, and it seemed to him 
now, that it would have been impossible to 
present any other alternative than that now 
presented, except that Ulster, if she wished, 
should be kept absolutely within the United 
Kingdom. With the exception of the provision 
with regard to boundaries, the present agree- 
ment represented the. alternative policy he 
would have presented if he had been respensible 
to Parliament. 

Jister had been blamed in the Press for 
stfnding in the way of peace by refusing to 
make concessions; but what was asked of Ulster 
was not concessions, but the surrender of 
everything for which she. had fought for 3 
years. (Cheers.) The Prime Minister had said 
that there was, surely, no harm in trying to 
persuade Ulster. But there was no greater 
defect of statesmanship than to propose some: 
thing which in the nature of the facts was 
impossible. 

NOT POSSIBLE. 

He agreed that it was not possible for Ulster 
to have the best of both worlds. If Ulster 
remained with Great Britain she must bear 
their burden; but she had a right to say she 
would not be worse treated than other sections 
of the United Kingdom. Sir James Craig had 
told him that the North of Ireland would 
jump at the proposal to pay the same taxes as 
Great Britain, 5 

One of the grounds on which | the agreement 
was attacked was that Ulster would be sub- 


an All-Ireland Parliament. He thought that 
there was a good deal of nonsense talked about 
that. The new Irish Parliament was not to 
escape its share of their debt, but they would 
never get low taxation unless there was good 
Government. The men who would form the 
new Government would be young and in- 
experienced, and certainly they would not he 
an anti-waste Government, while in their at- 
tempts to create a new 'aven and a new 
earth they were likely to undertake schemes 
that would not have the effect of lowering taxa- 
tion. (Laughter.) $ 

His feeling was that the taxation in the new 
Free State would be higher than that in the 
United Kingdom. The defence of Ulster would 
clearly be a matter for England. There was a 
feeling that England could not be trusted, but 
if she would not change a Government that 
refused to put down invasion of Ulster by 
British forces, then the Empire was at an end. 


(Cheers.) 
BOUNDARIES. 
PROPOSAL OBJECTIONABLE. 


The only aspect of the Treaty which he 
thought was open to serious objection was that 
relating to the Boundary Commission. The 
Government had made a mistake in concluding 
this matter without consulting Ulster. Possibly 
the Government thought that there was not 
time to consult Ulster. If that was so, he 
thought that Ulster would make a mistake if 
they threw out the agreement on that ac- 
count, He thought that one of the merite of 
the agreement was that, with things as they 
were, Ulster was not included. 

He thought it was a great.advantage that 
there should be time for more peaceful feelings 
to grow up. He held the view that unless they 
got good-will nothing else mattered much. One 
very serious objection urged against the Treaty 
was that it was a surrender to a band of 
assassins. He did not think it was, but per- 
haps the Government were partly to blame for 
that impression by talking about the expense 
of undertaking repressive measures. He did 
not think that the mass of the people were 
influenced in the least by surrender. 

The overwhelming maes of the people were 
at present in favour of the Treaty, not because 
they would not be ready to see the quarrel 
through, but because they hated bloodshed, and 
saw no reason why they should not live in 
peace with their neighbours in Ireland. (Cheers.) 


A NEW HOPE, 


By the present agreement Ulster was being 
left to shape her own destiny, and that gave 
him a hope he never had before, that there 
might be peace in Ireland. He did not pretend 
to like the agreement, but, he asked, what was 
the alternative? Nobody would like to go back 
to the condition of things of the last year or 
two. He thought that it was worth while tak- 
ing some risk, and perhaps considerable risk, to 
try and get their relations on a better footing. 
(Cheers.) 

He agreed with Mr. Asquith that this was 
not the time for throwing hats in the air. 
There was a feeling of rejoicing at present, but 
there would be a reaction, and six months’ 
hence he did not think that the treaty would be 
a political asset to the Government. He hoped, 
however, that by the verdict of posterity the 
treaty would ultimately be regarded as & 
triumph for the Prime Minister. (Cheers:) 


PREPARED TO TAKE 
RISKS. 
THE ALTERNATIVE.

PUBLIC SERVANTS. 
COMPENSATION PROVIDED. 


Sir L. Worthington-Evans, replying to ques- 
tions, said that the Treaty contained pro- 
visions securing for existing public servants 
compensation on terms not less favourable than 
those created by the Government of Ireland 
Act, 1920. The Government were fully conscious 
of their obligations towards those who had 
been, and would shortly cease to be, under 
their control ae servants of the State. Having 
regard to the nature of the duties which mem- 
bers of the Royal Irish Constabulary had been 
required to discharge, the position of the force 
was one calling for special treatment, ‘The 
Government were now considering the

As to ex-Service men, the responsibility for 
their pensions would remain a charge on the 
Imperial Exchequer.

PARLIAMENT’S PO WERS. 


Sir W. Davison asked the Prime Minister 
whether the Bill which would embody the pre- 
cise details of what were officially described as 
the Articles of Agreement for a Treaty between 
Greata Britain and Ireland, would be open to 
amendment by Parliament, or whether. the pro- 
visions of such a Bill would have to be accepted 
by Parliament without alteration, or rejected, 
as in the case of a treaty with a foreign State? 

Mr. Lloyd George—Parliament has, of course, 
power to effect any change it desires in the 
terms of the instrument, but it is clear that 
any alteration made in the agreement on either 
side, in the absence of the consent of both 
parties, destroys the pact, and that negotiations 
would have to be reopened, with all the risks 
that would be involved to the prospects of a 
settlement. 

Sir W. Davison—Is the right hon. gentleman 
aware that that gives quite a different com- 
plexion to the statement he made on October 
27th in reply to Sir John Butcher, who asked 
whether the terms of the settlement were to be 
open to revision or alteration by Parliament, 
and the Prime Minister said: “ Most distinctly ; 
it would be quite impossible to have a settle- 
ment except with the full consent of Parlia- 
ment. The whole of the terms will be sub- 
mitted to Parliament, on the assumption that 
there is to be a settlement, and every provision 
will have to be fatified by Parliament, even to 
the smallest detail?” 

Mr, Lloyd George—I do not think that there 
is anything inconsistent between the answer I 
then gave and: that which I have now given. 
Nothing that the Government can do can inter- 
fere with the right of Parliament to alter any 
provision, however minute. But Parliament 
will have to act with the same sense of re- 
sponsibility with which the Government acts, 
and with the knowledge that if there is an 
alteration it- does re-open the whole of the 

act for further negotiations. 

OT YET DECIDED. 

Major O’Neili—Will the Bill to be intro- 
duced be a detailed Bill, setting out the details 
of this agreement, or will it: be a short Bill, 
merely ratifying the agreement, as in the case 
of a treaty with a foreign Power? 

Mr. Lloyd George—I should not like to give 
an answer to that, as, obviously, it would have 
to be carefulply considered with the Parlia- 
mentary Draftsman and with. the Legal Ad- 
visers, and there has not been time to go into 
that question. 

Mr. Sexton asked whether these questions 
were not being deliberately put with the object 
of preventing the ratification of the treaty. 
(Hear, hear.) 

The Speaker said that the hon. member must 
not impute motives to his fellow-members. 
(Cheers.) 

Viscount Ourzon asked whether 
agreement or a treaty. 

Mr. Lioyd George said that it was an agree- 
ment in the nature of a treaty, exactly in the 
same way in which the Articles of Agreement in 
the Act of Union were called a treaty by both 
parties in the House. 

Colonel Page-Croft asked was it not a fact 
that if a majority of members desired to im- 
prove this measure their hands practically 
were fettered 
EFFECT OF ALTERATIONS. 

Mr. Lloyd George—They will be fettered in 
the same sense exactly in which the represen- 
tatives of the Irish ple will be fettered on 
their side, and that is—that whoever on eithe- 
side alters the pact must do it with a full 
knowledge that it must re-open the negotia- 
tions. If alterations are to be made here, my 
hon. friend may depend upon it that altera- 
tions will be urged on the other side. 

Sir John Butcher. asked wae there any con- 
stitutional precedent, Yor this result—namely, 
that when a bill was brought hefore the House 
for fundamentally altering the Constitution of 
Great Britain and Ireland the hands of the 
House of Commons should be absolutely tied, 
and prevented from making any alterations, ex- 
cept in the conditions which the right hon. 
gentleman had stated. 

Mr. Lloyd George said that there were no 
conditions affecting the rights and privileges of 
that House. © repeated that when the 
House came to consider amendments it must do 
so with a full recognition of what the effect of 
the amendments.would be. -.

UNABLE TO PAY. 


GERMANY ASKS FOR 
MORATORIUM. 
—————- 
FAILURE OF EFFORT 
TO RAISE MONEY.

Herr Wirth, the German Chancellor, has 
informed the Reparations: Commission that 
the German Government cannot pay the 
reparations instalments due on January 
15th and February 15th. 

His Government, he said, has made 
‘‘ everyeeffort,” but the success of those 
efforts depended on its ability to raise a 
foreign loan. He opened negotiations in 
England, but was informed that the future 
liabilities of Germany were so great that 
neither a long-dated loan nor a short-dated 
credit could be arranged. 

Leaving out of consideration its own 
Budget requirements, the German Govern- 
ment could not raise more than 150 or 200 
million gold marks. It must ask the 
Reparations Commission, therefore, to ex- 
tend the time-limit for at least a portion 
of the next two instalments. 

It confined itself in this request to the 
January and February instalments, but 
mentioned that similar difficulties would 
arise in connection with subsequent pay- 
ments. 

By the May agreement Germany ac- 
knowledged a reparations liability of 132 
milliard' gold marks. This was to be dis- 
charged by annual cash payments of two 
milliards, in quarterly instalments, and 
the equivalent of 26 per cent. of the value 
of German exports. 

Two. quarterly cash instalments have 
been paid, and the next—500 million gold 
marks—is due on January 15th. 

The February payment is in respect of 
the levy on export values, and was ex- 
pected to realise 200 million gold marks.

HERR WIRTH’S NOTE. 


PARIS, Thursday. 

The Reparations Commission has received the 
following letter from the German Government: 

“To the Chairman of the Reparations 
Commission. 

“Srr,—As I had the honour to explain to the 
Reparations Commission during its visit to 
Berlin, the German Government has made every 
effort to ensure the payment of the two instal- 
ments shortly due under the terms of the 
schedule of payments of May, 1921. 

“In view of the fact that the success of its 
efforts depended on a foreign loan, and that for 
a transaction of this nature the active col- 
laboration of British financial circles was abse 
lutely necessary, the German Government 
offered negotiations in England with a view to 
this loan. 

‘From the competent authority it received a 
reply to the effect that, in view of the claims 
now advanced. for the coming years—viz., the 
financial obligations of the German Government 
to the Reparations Commission—such a loan 
could not be obtained in England, either im 
the form of a long-dated loan or in the form 
of a short-dated credit. 

“In these circumstances, the German Go- 
vernment. cannot anticipate the possibility of 
procuring the sum necessary for the total ‘pay- 
ment of the instalments due on January 15 and 
February 15, 1922. 

“Even by exerting every effort, and without 
considering the requirements of its opening 
Budget, the German Government cannot pro- 
cure for the instalments, apart from deliveries 
in kind and the credit derived from the Re- 
covery Act, & sum of more than 150 or 200 
million gold marks. 

“The German Government is, therefore. 
obliged to request the Reparations Commission

PREMISES. 
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EFFECT OF REPARATIONS ON 
EMPLOYMENT. 


In the House of Commons yesterday evening, 
Mr. Lloyd George received a deputation of the 
Labour Party, headed by Mr. Clynes, 
which submitted to him the resolution 
passed by the party at a special conference, in 
which they elaborated and re-affirmed their 
policy on unemployment from the international. 
and economic point of view. 

The resolution, among other points, dealt with 
the necessity, in relation to unernmployment, of 
the revision of the indemnity obligations, the 
cancellation of war indebtedness, and recogni- 
tion of the Russian Government. 

It was also urged that unemployment should 
be regarded as a national charge and concern. 

The Premier, who was aceompanied by. Sir 
Robert Horne, Mr. Baldwin, Sir Philip Lloyd, 
Greame, and Dr. Macnamara, in his reply re- 
ferred to the underlying financial cause for our 
unemployment. 

When Mr. Clynes asked why those factors 
told on Great Britain alone, and pointed out 
that France and Germany had no unemploy- 
ment, the Premier replied that our population 
was greater than before the war, while the 
French population was smaller. 

Then there were other considerations in 
France which absorbed labour, and a great deal 
of artificial employment was taken up in the re- 
construction of the devastated area, for which 
Germany was mortgaging her present and her 


future. 
ARTIFICIAL CREDIT. 


As to Germany, credit was being manufac- 
tured by the issué of paper money, There was 
the -inevitable nemesis to conditions of that 
kind. Dr. Rathenau told him last week that 
there must be an absolute collapse in Germany 
within a short time if things went on as at 
present. 

Regarding reparations, there was no question 
of extracting the indemnity from Germany. No 
indemnity was being demanded beyond the pay- 
ment of reparation for the devastated areas and 
the destruction of shipping. 

Was he to say that the Labour Party had 
been urging him to tell France that he could 
not. support her in demanding reparation for 
her devastated” areas? 

The difficulty was to find the best method of 
extracting reparations, and he would welcome 
suggestions from any quarter. 

Apart from reparation for actual damage, he 
did not wish to press an overwhelming claim 
on Germany. The British wanted Europe to 
settle down, but France could not settle down 
while she was piling up a debt for the rebuild- 
ing of her devastated’ area without apy pros- 
pect of compensation from Germany. 

He could not face French public opinion with 
a refusal to insist on such compensation. He 
was willing to enter a conference with anyone 
to discuss debts, but did not see that the can- 
cellation of the debt by one Power would assist 
very greatly. 

He, therefore, agreed with the Labour party’s 
resolution that what was desirable was an 
arrangement among all the nations to deal with 
that question. 


RUSSIAN DELUSIONS. 


With regard to Russia, he said that if any- 
one had a plan for getting a payment from her 
he would welcome it. She owed us 561 millions, 
but it was a delusion that Russia was a, field 
im which any rapid development was imme 
diately possibis. 

The important thing was to restore the confi- 
dence of those who had before dealt with 
Russia. That was not easy while Russia main- 
tained a doubtful attitude regarding her debts, 
and had no assets to offer agdinst credit.

DUBLIN HOSPITAL’S 
CONCLUSION.

In hie report at the annual meeting of the 
eapporters of the City Hospital for Diseases of 
the Skin yesterday, ©. M. O’Brien, the 
honorary physician, said :— 

“The ital now finds it incumbent upon it 
briefly, but definitely, to state that, while radium, 
when judiciously employed, can and does cure 
eertain forms skin cancer—and this hospital 
hae many such cures at present to ita credit, 
not only in this country, t eleewhere—never- 
theless, when the cancer is internal, or has al- 
ready attacked bones, cartilages, or glands, 
radium is not only powerless, but absolutely 
unable to establish a cure. The hospital is 
fully comecious of the gravity of this statement, 
which is founded on 18 years’ careful, patient, 
practical experience of radium on the various 
varieties of cancer; but the hospital is also 
fully conscious of ite obligations to suffering 
humanity and to society generally.” 

The report aleo stated that for the 
ended on the Ist of September last 
persons attended for treatment, being 4,190 at 
the Finsen light department and 6,977 at the 
dispensaries. hese patients were admitted on 
the recommendation of the various 
hospitals. in Dublin and throughout the pro- 
vinceas, and some on the recommendation oí 
Poor. Law Guardiars, County. Councils, etc. 
One hundred and eighty patients were admitied 
to ihe wards of the fospital, and of that 
nnrober 68 euffered from cancer in various 
Lager, amd of these 23 had been discharged 
cured. Fifteen were cured sufficiently to allow 
of their resuming work, and 20 were relieved 
from much pain and suffering. One hundred 
and twenty tiente were admitted suffering 
from acute skin diseases, such as lupus, eczema, 
ete. Eighty-five were discharged cured, while 


35 were relieved. 

The Lord. Mayor, who presided, said that the 
report just read was euch ae wonld, and ought 
to, recommend the hospital to the support of 
the citizens and the people of Ireland. 

Rev. Father O’Byrne, moving the adoption 
of the report, said that the better the hospital 
was known the more it wouli relieve pain and 
suffering of a fearful nature. The hospital had 
been brought to its present ition against 
many difficulties, and it was kept going and 
increasing in usefulness by the energy a 
ability of Dr. O’Brien and the generous sub- 
ecribers to the institution. Much of the guccess 
of the hospital was also due to the unremitting 
care and attention of the Sisters of Charity 
who conducted it eo admirably. (Hear, hear.)

| He impressed on the friends of the hospital the 
| necessity of providing increased accommodation 
| for the patients who came from all parts of the 


country to the hospitel, and for improving its 
financial condition. Alluding to the research 
fund, he said that the question of cancer treat- 
ment in Ireland was of more importance than 
for most other countries, and he trusted that 
as a result of the research work, not only Ire- 
land, but other countries would be benefited. 
That hospital had risen from a very small 
ipa to the wonderful position that it now 
belc 

Mr. W. B. Aiken, hon. treasurer, read the 
financial report, which showed that the receipts 


£3,507 15s. 3d. during the previous a The 
expenses had increased from £3,824 10s. 4d. to 
£5,354 2s. 4d. and the liabilities were £3,075 
l5s. 11d. Increased accommodation for 159 
patients had been secured within the year, and 
the Research Committee had purebased Pro- 
fessor Wertz’s apparatus for cancer treatment 
-the only installation of the kind in Ireland. 
The medical report of Dr. A. Charles, F.R.C.8., 
showed that the extern patients numbered 
14,616, in the Finsen light department 5,216, 
and 762 intern patients. Since 1911, when the 
hospital opened, the total attendances were 
172,150.  Alluding to the ravages of cancer, 
the report stated that 4,000 died every year in 
Irelan r one out of every ten over 40 years 
of age. “At present,” it continued, “the 
cancer death-rate is increasing in every country, 
and many of these deaths are preventable, be- 
caused cancer is frequently curable if recog- 
nised and properly treated in its early stages.
